No so-called peace offer must be 
rejected, no opportunity to discuss 
world differences neglected. But it 
is well to remember that a mere 
gesture is not necessarily a ‘‘peace 
offer.” If we adopt such a slip-shod 
interpretation, the United States 
has merely to question the inte .- 
tions behind any such gesture to 
be labelled a war-monger. 

There has already been public 
denunciation of the President’s 
refusal to meet Stalin in Burope 
presumably on the assumption 
that the Mascow offer was genuine 
and an almost unprecedented g”s- 
ture of potential friendship. The 
further assumption by these critics 
js that the cause of world peace 
has received a set-back, with the 
implication that Truman turned 
down the offer because of ‘‘person- 
al pride and national prestige.” 
Such criticism is not merely im- 
mature and thoughtless; it is re- 
grettably lazy. How much easier 
to shift the blame than to go to 
the trouble of examining facts and 
past events. Such minds are fer- 
tile soil for propaganda. And prop- 
mganda has never been under-rated 
by Russia. 

‘A Genuine ‘‘Peace Offer’? 


What was the latest Russian 
“peace-offer’’? It appeared as what 
by this time is the familiar press 
interview or release, with Stalin 
giving written answers to written 
uestions submitted to the Euro- 
pean head of Hearst’s Internation- 
mal News Service. Former ‘peace 
offers'’ have come via the ‘open 
Hetter’”’ to Henry Wallace and by 
Stalin's self-interview in the Rus- 
sian press. The means is curious. 
Why not through the usual diplo- 
matic channels or by direct corre- 
spondence with the President? 
Why not make the offer direct? 
‘our-Point Offer: Anything New? 
What did the offer consist of? 
Anything new? There were four 


main points, Consideration of a non- 


aggression pact with the United 
States; co-operation in gradual

Explains School Budget Items 


SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 1949 BUDGET 


Supt. Sherman Tells 
Ballardvale P.T.A. 
Of Dep’t Needs 


The school department budget 
for 1949 was carefully explained 
by Supt. Kenneth L. Sherman 
last Thursday evening when he 
lneecae as guest speaker at a 
meeting of the Ballardvale P.T.A. 
at the. Bradlee school. 


Introduced to the gathering by 
Arthur, Weiss, chairman of the 
program committee, Supt. Sher- 
man talked informally regarding 
the budget and the school policy 
in general, giving a summary of 
the budget items which total 
$316,244, and explaining reasons 
for the increase over the 1948 
budget of $285,864. 


In discussing the appropriation 
asked for salaries, the largest 
item:+in the budget, Supt. Sher- 
man broke it down to show that 
$212,664 was listed for 69 prin- 
cipals, supervisors, fulltime and 
part-time teachers; $26,070 for 
13 janitors; $6,200 for doctors, 
Nurses and attendance officer; 
and $11,289 for the superintend- 
ent and three school clerks. 

He went over the various other 
items in the budget and an- 
swered satisfactorily all questions 
that were asked. 

He praised the work of the An- 
dover Taxpayers’ association and 
said that it had had a member 
present at almost every meeting 
of the school committee. Supt. 
Sherman said that he felt such an 
organization as the taxpayers’ as- 
sociation fulfilled a need in the 
town’s political life. 

The superintendent said that 
school buildings in Andover were 
valued at over $2.5 million ‘and 
that the repair item for the past 
few years had been approximately 
$5,000 each year, and that this

Close to $1,200,150 is being 
sought in this year’s budjet appro- 
priations and specialyarticles. 

This is an increase of $194,000 
over the appropriations of $1,005,- 
593, made for town departments 
and for special articles last year 
when the tax rate was increased 
from $33 in 1947 to $34. 

The department budgets this 
year, due largely to ‘increased 
costs, are about $956,191, an in- 
crease of about $63,000 over the 
1948 appropriations of $893,191. 

Requests called for in the spe- 
cial articles show a great jump 
over the appropriations of $112,- 
402 made last year. They total 
$243,959, or more than double the 
1948 appropriations for special 
articles. Two articles, however, are 
for the Andover street bridge in 
Balardvale, one for $30,000 for 
a new bridge, the other $6250 to 
repair the bridge. If one article is 
accepted the other will be passed 
over. 

Other items to be considered in 
arriving at the 1949 tax rate are 
those voted at the special town 
meeting last December. They in- 
clude sums for new bridges, sup- 
lementary amounts for town de- 
partments and $6,451 for a sewer 
on Morton street needed for the 
veterans’ housing project. 

Then there are the amounts re- 
ceived from the state on the so- 
called ‘‘cherry sheet’’ which will

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Need Ample Funds 
To Start Business 


What does it take these days to 
start a business of one’s own, 
even on a modest scale? Once it 
could be done on a “shoestring,”’ 
and very often was. Now, accord- 
ing to the U. S. department of 
commerce, the indicated stake 
needed as a rule is somewhere 
around $6,000 as a minimum 
initial investment. 


That amount is the average 
needed for a small filling station, 
and sums up to several times as 
much are required to start in 
other .retail lines, or a wholesale 
establishment, depending on the 
business. As to the capital itself, 
personal savings are the main 
source. : 


The commerce department's 
figures were obtained in a study 
of new businesses, with one or 
more employees, established in 
the three-year period, 1945-47. 
Reports of more than 1,000 new 
trade firms, both wholesale and 
retail were analyzed. 

The rise in the capital require- 
ments for new business, and old 
as well, are of course another 
manifestation of the effects of in- 
flation. The decline in the dollar's 
buying power has had as pro- 
nounced an impact on the cost 
and finances of starting and run- 
ning a business, whatever its size,, 
as on the everyday family budget. 

Because of this, even a small 
business now looks comparatively 
big, financially, when judged by 
past standards; and this applies 
all along the business line. By 
and large, business size is always 
relative to prevailing conditions 
and normally reflects them; and 
the dominant factors today are 
the rise in all prices and the great 
growth in the whole economy and 
its activity over prewar.

There is no precise information 
available as to the amounts of in- 
itial capital invested in starting 
comparable businesses in the past. 
However, the Temporary National 
Economic Committee (T.N.E.C.) 
in the course of its investigation in 
the '30s went into the workings of 
small business and found that a 
great many started with little or 
no capital. 

The commerce department sur- 
vey found that personal savings 
were by far the greatest source of 
funds for new retail and wholesale 
firms in 1945-47. 

A total of $5.6 billions was in- 
vested in starting new retail es- 
tablishments in the period and an 
additional $1.4 billions for new

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
THE TOWN MEETING 


The annual town meeting is still several weeks away, but 
already some of the articles that will come up for consideration 
are casting their shadows before them. 

Many of the articles will call for a lot of discussion, but it 
seems safe to say that from the looks of things now, a lot of 
time will be spent on the matters of giving the firemen a 56 
hour week, the police a 40 hour week and paying the male 
teachers in the school according to how many dépendents they 
have, if the latter comes up. 

Obviously, if those matters are all considered, and if they 
are approved, Andover’s tax rate is going up. (It probably will 
go up, anyway, and the real question is not whether it will 
climb, but how much, or how little, it may climb). 

At present the Andover fire department has a chief and 
16 permanent men. Fire Chief C. Edward Buchan ,says the 
shorter work-week would necessitate putting on four additional 
men. 

If the police are given a 40 hour week it will, according 
to Chief George A. Dane, mean that three more officers will 
have to be put to work. 

Whether the teachers’ request to the School committee 
will come before the town meeting is not, as yet, certain. 

These three matters, however, are sure to be carefully 
considered, if they come before the town gathering.

A NEW NUISANCE 

Andover does an excellent job of plowing the streets dur- 
ing and after a snowstorm. Perhaps no other community does 
better, and it is a certainty that many — some not too far 
away — do worse. 

But there is one thing that gives many a resident a head- 
ache because of the plowing. If a man has a driveway, and gets 
it all shoveled out, it is discouraging to have a plow go by the 
house and seal up the end of the driveway with the snow it 
pushes to the side of the rodd. 

When that happens a car can neither get in, or out, of a 
driveway until more shoveling has been done. 

Of course that is not the fault of the plow, or of the town. 
It would be impossible for crews to follow each plow and 
shovel out newly blocked driveways every time a plow passed by. 

But there is another kind of a snow-blocking process that 
has come into being of late that could be, and should be, 
stopped. ‘ . 

More than ever, people with driveways, are having them 
plowed out. They hire someone with a plow and the job is done 
in a jiffy, and at a comparatively small cost. But, sometimes 
those plows that go into driveways throw up snow mounds in 
two places — one on each side of the lane through which the 
plow runs, Those snow mounds block sidewalks and obstruct 
pedestrian traffic. 

Blocking the ends of driveways, by a street plow, and 
blocking a sidewalk by a driveway plow are two very different 
things. 

The latter nuisance can, and should be stopped.

HIGHWAYS | 
Sane’: other day New England Council President June C. 


Richdale told a meeting of the Maine Publicity bureau at Port- 
land that Maine would never get the traffic volume it desires 
so long as its highways are fed from “a series of goatpaths 
struggling through lower New England.” 

Particular reference was made to the inadequacy of Mass- 
achusetts’ through highways, and the effects on the new Maine 
turnpike tolls. 

The Bay State is now the principal missing link in the 
chain of express highways extending from New York to Maine. 
Our state certainly should do its part to make its highways 
proper and attractive from end to end. 

Governor Dever wants to build some highways this coming 
spring and summer. A year ago Governor Bradford also wanted 
to build some highways. Rut last year’s legislature said No. It 
is to be hoped that this year the solons will show better judg- 
ment. 

Massachusetts is, in many’ways, the most important of 
the New England states. It is a disgrace for us to lag behind 
the others. We may be the richest of the states in this par- 
ticular area, but we are less up-and-coming than some of our 
good neighbors.

If that’s to be regarded 
as a peace offer, let’s examine it 
as though it were. 

Non-Aggression and Disarmament 
on What Terms? 

Is there anything new or un- 
usual about it? What about the 
non-aggression pact? That’s coy- 
ered by the United Nations charter 
whereby members agree not to 
engage in war against each other. 
If some of us may be somewhat 
sceptical about the reliability of 
that agreement why should we ex- 
pect more from another treaty that 
is no more binding? Little that’s 
new there, apparently. What about 
disarmament measures? Negotia- 
tions on that issue commenced 
right after the war. What Russia 
has offered so far is the willing- 
ness to consider the possibility of 
international atomic control after 
we've destroyed our bombs, and 
a simultaneous reduction of mili- 
tary forces by one third. Apart 
from the disparity in the size of 
the military establishments, how 
is such reduction to be supervised? 
We would consider reduction only 
under the supervision of an effec- 
tive international authority. But 
Russia won’t agree tp any such 
interference with her national 
rights. So that’s an old issue. 
Berlin Blockade Runaround 

How about the Berlin Blockade? 
That could be settled, says Stalin, 
if the erection of a Western Ger- 
man state is postponed and the 
Allied counter-blockade against 
the Russian zone lifted. This issue 
has been under discussion for 
nearly a year in Berlin, at Moscow 
between military governors in Ber- 
lin, between diplomatic represen-~ 
tatives and Stalin personally, be- 
tween the foreign ministers; and 
in the security council. Is it sug- 
gested that Stalin could not then 
have influenced a decision? and 
how did the blockade start? First 
because of “technical difficulties” 
which interrupted transportation, 
according to the Russians. Then 
because of monetary changes by 
the Allies in Western Germany and 
their sector of Berlin. Then Rus- 
sia added as another and later 
reason the proposed erection of a 
Western German state. Are the 
technical difficulties not yet reme- 
died? The financial issue reached 
the stage of agreement provided 
the Russian blockade be lifted. 
And Western Germany is not yet 
unified. So the blockade is scarcely 
anew matter. 

If They Meet, What? 

What about the proposed meet- 
ing between Stalin and the Presi- 
dent? Is it really to be accepted 
that the present situation depends 
only upon a meeting of the two, 
that the issues could be cleared up 
by such a conference? Do the dif- 
ferences lie no deeper than a hand- 
shake? Even if the offer is to be 
regarded as sincere why cannot 
Stalin give the nod and have nor- 
mal negotiations give sincere evi- 
dence of honest intentions? 
Softening The Ground? 

Is there another motive behind 
the peace offer? The week of Jan- 
uary 9th to 15th gave strong evi- 
dence that a preliminary ‘peace 
offensive’ had been launched. In 
France the Communists stated, 
“It is necessary to put aside reso- 
lutely the idea of inevitable war.” 
The Moscow papers followed by 
playing up a declaration by the 
U. S. Progressive Party demanding 
that Truman implement his ex- 
pressed desire for peace by meet- 
ing with Stalin. And the Italiarf 
Communists echoed the refrain by 
announcing that Russia did not

One of the divisions of state) 
government which is of sufficient 
size and importance to be consid- 
ered a separate department, is the 
registry of motor vehicles. Cur- 
tailed, however, by the constitu- 
tional amendment which limits 
the departments in Massachusetts 
government to 20, this division 
has been placed within the de- 
partment of public works for ad- 
ministrative purposes, but is not 
subject to its jurisdiction. 

It is, of course, a department 
which touches in one way or an- 
other the life of every citizen in 
the Commonwealth and, therefore, 
has a peculiar place in the general 
scheme of things. 

At the head of the registry is 
Rudolph Francis King, of Millis, 
who with a depufy registrar and 
legal assistant runs the registry 
which is divided, roughly, into 
four sections: Education and pub- 
lic relations, enforcement, equip- 
ment, and administration. 


The registry is charged not only 
with enforcing the laws of the 
Commonwealth as to highway 
vehicles and the issuance of li- 
censes, but also in educating the 
public .as to safety precautions. 
Some conception of the size of the 
problem facing the registrar as to 
administration may be had when 
it is realized that in 1948 1,316,- 
019 certificates of registration 
were issued by the registry. This 
figure, of course, includes registra- 
tions of passenger cars, buses, and 
commercial vehicles. 


During that same year, 95,600 
plates were returned. This means 
that in the highways during the 
past year there were well over a 
million motor vehicles with 1,565,- 
371 Massachusetts issued, by a 
central bureau at 100 Nashua st., 
Boston and the 20 district offices 
scattered throughout the state. 

The methods used in the design 
of license plates (which incident- 
ally are manufactured by the im-! 
mates of the state prison) may be 
of interest. The plates with 
straight numbers, called passenger 
plates, are issued for private auto- 
mobiles, buses, and taxi cabs. 
These are numbered from 1 to ap- 
proximately 970,000 for 1949. No 
comment need be made concering 
the desire on the part of Masachu- 
setts passenger vehicle owners to 
possess plates of five numbers or 
less. 

The commercial plates issued 
for commercial carriers are issued 
with an A or B prefix, with five 
numbers appearing after the let- 
ters, the A’s being issued from 1 
to 50,000, and the B’s from 1 to 
99,999, giving a total of approxi- 
mately 150,000 plates available 
for this purpose. 

The dealers’ and manufacturers’ 
plates appear with a letter prefix 
D and a number followed by a let- 
ter. For example, each dealer has 
a designated number, but if he has 
more than one car he is issued 
plates with his number followed 
by the letters A,B,C, ete. 

The repairmen receive — plates 
with a prefix R followed by a 
number and letter or letters. These 
are issued in the same manner that 
the dealer or manufacturers’ 
plates are issued. 

The owner of a fleet of cars with 
his own repair facilities receives a 
prefix XR, with a number followed 
by letter or letters series.

year the committee was asking 
$10,000. He pointed out that this 
was actually a small amount of 
money to maintain so much prop- 
erty but it would account for part 
of the increase in this year’s bud- 
get over last year. 

Supt. Sherman also said that 
there was a definite trend toward 
an increase in birth rate, and 
while this would not be felt in An- 
dover as much as in other places 
there was a strong indication 
that the town would soon feel the 
results of the national increase. 

In explaining the increase of 
this year’s budget over last, the 
superintendent brought out the 
fact that the enrollment was very 
much greater and, therefore, it 
was necessary to have an increase 
in the following items: 

Increase in cost of textbooks, 
supplies, etc., $1,930; increase in 
cost of general repairs, $5,575; 
increase in-cost of fuel, transpor- 
tation and tuition, $3,423; re- 
serve for contingencies and Box- 
ford expense, $3,500; salary in- 
crease of $208 for full year, $4,- 
576; annual step-up merit in- 
creases and additional teachers, 
$11,376. Total, $30,380. 

One of the questions asked was 
in regard to the receipts to the 
school department. Supt. Sher- 
man explained that all receipts 
went directly to the town treas- 
ury and that the estimated re- 
ceipts for 1949 were as follows: 
General. education fund (inc. 
state-aid), $28,000; transporta- 
tion refund, $2,400; Continuation 
school, $125; ‘Evening practical 
art school, $320; Boxford tuition, 
$4,000; tuition, $1,000; receipts 
from rentals, etc., $700. Total, 
$36,545. 

The sentiment was expressed 
after the meeting that they all 
understood the budget and the 
necessities of the school depart- 
ment much better than they had 
ever before.

000; Texas, $188,465,000; Michi- 
gan, $134,015,000, and New
